GA PLENARY - GENERAL DEBATE 

THE PRIME MINISTER OF SWAZILAND ADDRESSED THE GA OCT. 6, AND 
GENERAL DEBATE STATEMENTS WERE MADE BY THE FOREIGN MINISTERS OF 
CZECHOSLOVAKIA, INDONESIA, RWANDA, MAURITANIA, MALAYSIA, 
BAHRAIN, JORDAN, GHANA, THE VICE CHAIRMAN OF THE DELEGATION 
OF QATAR, AND THE PERMANENT UN REPRESENTATIVE OF SYRIA. THE 
GUATEMALAN STATEMENT WAS DEFERRED OVERNIGHT, AND THE FIRST 
SPEAKER OCT. 7 WILL BE THE WIFE OF THE PRESIDENT OF 
GUATEMALA, FOLLOWED BY THE FOREIGN MINISTERS OF EGYPT, NEW 
ZEALAND, MOROCCO, ZAMBIA, GRENADA, UPPER VOLTA, ISRAEL, 

SOMALIA, TUNISIA, PORTUGAL AND BANGLADESH. 

CZECHOSLOVAKIA - 

IN HIS PLENARY ADDRESS FOREIGN MINISTER CHNOUPEK 
BROADLY RESTATED EAST-BLOC THEMES ON FOREIGN 
POLICY ISSUES. ALTHOUGH PRAISING DETENTE, HE WARNED 
"THAT IT CANNOT BE SUBJECTED TO IRRESPONSIBLE ATTACKS - 
EVEN UNDER THE PRETEXT OF PRE-ELECTION CAMPAIGNING - 
ON THE PART OF ITS OPPONENTS, ADVOCATES OF THE COLD WAR." 

HE URGED THE NORMALIZATION OF ECONOMIC, SCIENTIFIC, AND 
TECHNOLOGICAL RELATIONS BETWEEN CEMA AND THE EEC. CHNOUPEK 
EXPRESSED HIS HOPE THAT THE U.S. GOVERNMENT WILL 
FINALLY SING THE PROPERTY AGREEMENT WITH CZECHOSLOVAKIA 
WHICH WILL AID IN THE NORMALIZATION OF RELATIONS BETWEEN THE 
TWO COUNTRIES. HE ALSO DEALT AT LENGTH WITH DISARMAMENT, 
EXPRESSING SUPPORT FOR THE SOVIET PROPOSAL ON A NON-USE 
OF FORCE TREATY AS WELL AS FOR THE LATTER'S POSITIONS 
ON ENMOD, MDW, AND CW ISSUES. WHILE CONDEMNING THE RACIST 
MINORITY GOVERNMENTS OF SOUTHERN AFRICA, HE MADE NO MENTION 
OF RECENT WESTERN DIPLOMATIC INITIATIVES. (REPREATED INFO PRAGUE) 

SYRIA - 

READING A STATEMENT IN THE GA GENERAL DEBATE OCTOBER 6 THAT 
WAS PREPARED FOR FOREIGN MINISTER KHADDAM, WHO HAS CAN- 
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CF.T.EP HIS NEW YORK TRIP, SYRIAN PERMANENT REPRESENTATIVE 
MOWAFFAK ALLAF REFERRED TO THE FOLLOWING ISSUES AMONG 
OTHERS: 

UN MEMBERSHIP - THE "MISUSE OF THE VETO" HAS DENIED AD- 
MISSION TO THE HEROIC PEOPLES OF VIETNAM AND ANGOLA. SOON 
"COMPLETE LIBERATION OF THE PEOPLE WHO ARE STILL DIVIDED... 

AT HANDS OF PROPONENTS OF AGGRESSION AND RACISM WILL BE 
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ACHIEVED" AND THEY WILL BECOME UN MEMBERS. 

COLOMBO NONALIGNED SUMMIT - THE PERM REP EMPHASIZED THE 
IMPORTANCE OF THE NONALIGNED MOVEMENT AND EXPRESSED HOPE 
THAT THE ASSEMBLY WOULD SUPPORT THE DEMANDS AND RESOLUTIONS 
OF THE COLOMBO CONFERENCE WHICH REPRESENT THE WILL OF MORE 
THAN ONE-HALF THE WORLD'S POPULATION. 

ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT - THE UN MUST WORK TO EQUALIZE THE 
GROWING DIFFERENCES BETWEEN RICH AND POOR. THE FRAGILE 
MONETARY SYSTEM IS THE RESPONSIBILITY OF THE WEALTHY: IT IS 
NO LONGER USEFUL FOR THEM TO THINK SOLELY IN TERMS OF 
ARITHMETIC PROFIT. SHOULD THE INDUSTRIAL COUNTRIES NOT 
MOVE TO MEET THIRD- WORLD NEEDS. MR. ALLAF PREDICTED 
"EXPLOSION." IT IS A FUNCTION OF THE UN TO SEE THE TRANSFER 
TO DEVELOPMENT OF MONIES NOW BEING SPENT ON THE ARMS RACE. 
ESTABLISHMENT OF A NEW INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC ORDER 
(NIEO) IS ESSENTIAL. 

DISARMAMENT - SYRIA FAVORS THE CONVENING OF A WORLD 
DISARMAMENT CONFERENCE. 

LAW OF THE SEA - THE WORLD MUST MOVE AHEAD IN SHAPING AN "EXACT 
EXECUTIVE INTERNATIONAL FRAMEWORK" SO AS TO DEVELOP WEALTH AT 
THE BOTTOM OF THE SEA AND ENACT RULES TO PREVENT POLLUTION. 

DETENTE - DETENTE MUST INCLUDE ALL THE WORLD. NOT JUST EUROPE. 

SOUTHERN AFRICA - CRIMES BY RACIST REGIMES IN SOUTH AFRICA AND 
RHODESIA WOULD NOT BE POSSIBLE WITHOUT POLITICAL, ECONOMIC, 

AND MILITARY SUPPORT FROM "SOME WESTERN POWERS" AND "CLOSE 
COLLABORATION" WITH "ZIONIST RACIST ENTITY" IN 
OCCUPIED PALESTINE. HE URGED IMPLEMENTATION OF ALL UN 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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RESOLUTIONS ON SOUTHERN AFRICA. 

KOREA MR. ALLAF CALLED FOR A DIALOGUE BETWEEN THE TWO PARTS OF 
KOREA ON REUNIFICATION, PRECEDED BY REMOVAL OF ALL DESTRUCTIVE 
WEAPONS AND FOREIGN FORCEZ FROM SOUTH KOREA. 

CYPRUS - THERE MUST BE PROMPT ACTION ON UN RESOLUTIONS TO 
COUNTER IMPERIALIST MANEUVERS DESIGNED TO MAKE THE ISLAND 
A NATO BASE. HE SUPPORTED SYG'S EFFORTS TO GET PARTIES TO 
RESUME TALKS. 

MIDDLE EAST - THE CAUSES OF TENSION IN THIS PART OF THE WORLD 
MUST BE ELIMINATED; HENCE ALL OCCUPIED ARAB TERRITORIES MUST 
BE EVACUATED BY THE ZIONIST FORCES AND THE LEGITIMATE 
NATIONAL RIGHTS OF THE PALESTINIAN PEOPLE MUST BE GUARANTEED. 
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CORE OF THE PROBLEM IS THE PALESTINE PROBLEM. THE PARTIAL 
SOLUTIONS OF THE PAST HAVE BEEN "BLUFF" AND SINAI II A MOVE 
THAT IMMOBILIZED PEACE EFFORTS. 

FORCES HOSTILE TO ARABS (INCLUDING IMPERIALISM) GENERATED 
THE EVENTS IN LEBANON TO DIVERT THE ATTENTION OF ARABS FROM 
THE PALESTINE QUESTION AND PERPETUATE ISRAEL S OCCUPATION. 
CONSIDERING "FRATERNAL AND NATIONAL TIES AS WELL AS THE SPECIAL 
TIES" BETWEEN SYRIA AND LEBANON, AND IN RESPONSE TO APPEALS 
FROM "DIVERSE PARTIES", SYRIA HAD CONTRIBUTED TO EFFORTS TO 
END THE FRATRICIDE AND ENCOURAGE DIALOGUE. THE SYRIAN 
ACTIONS HAVE PERMITTED PRESIDENT SARKIS TO ASSUME HIS 
FUNCTIONS AS PRESIDENT. SYRIA WILL CONTINUE ITS 
NATIONAL AND HUMANE EFFORTS UNTIL THE CONSPIRACY AGAINST 
LEBANON, THE PALESTINIAN CAUSE AND THE ARAB NATION IS 
DEFEATED. 

THE MIDDLE EAST CONFLICT CONTINUES BECAUSE OF ISRAEL'S 
"INTRANSIGENCE" AND "FLOUTING" OF UN RESOLUTIONS. ISRAEL, 

WHOSE STRUCTURE IS FOUNDED UPON "AGGRESSION AND USURPATION" 
CONTINUES TO VIOLATE THE PRINCIPLES OF THE UN CHARTER AND 
INTERNATIONAL LAW AND HER MEMBERSHIP IN THE WORLD 
ORGANIZATION OUGHT TO BE RECONSIDERED. 

IN REIVEW OF PAST UN ACTION, ALLAF MADE ONLY MENTION OF PLO 
IN WELCOMING ASSEMBLY DECISION ON ITS PARTICIPATION. HE 
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COMMENDED PALESTINE COMMITTEE S REPORT AND SCORED US VETO OF 
SECURITY COUNCIL DRAFT RESOLUTION ON ITS RECOMMENDATIONS. AFTER 
CRITICISM OF ISRAEL'S "NAZI-TYPE" MEASURES AGAINST PEOPLE OF 
OCCUPIED TERRITORIES AND ITS POLICY TOWARD THESE AREAS, ALLAF 
LISTED ESSENTIAL PRINCIPLES OF ANY PEACE INITIATIVE: (1) A 
COMPREHENSIVE SOLUTION; (2) RECOGNITION OF INALIENABLE NATIONAL 
RIGHTS OF PALESTINIAN PEOPLE AND TOTAL ISRAELI WITHDRAWAL FROM 
TERRITORIES OCCUPIED IN 1967; (3) EQUAL PARTICIPATION 
IN ANY INTERNATIONAL EFFORT OF "THE LEGITIMATE REPRESENTATIVE 
OF THE PALESTINIAN PEOPLE." HE STRESSED IMPORTANCE OF NO DELAY. 

HE DID NOT SPECIFY WHO "THE LEGITIMATE REPRESENTATIVE" WAS. 
(REPEATED INFO DAMASCUS, TEL AVIV, CAIRO) 
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FOREIGN MINISTER MALIK IN HIS PLENARY ADDRESS SPOKE ON 
A WIDE RANGE OF FOREIGN POLICY ISSUES INCLUDING: 
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UN MEMBERSHIP - INDONESIA HOPED FOR THE EARLY ADMISSION 
OF VIETNAM AND ANGOLA TO THE UN. 

ASEAN - MALIK NOTED THE BALI SUMMIT OF FEBRUARY 1976 
HAD REAFFIRMED THE ASEAN DETERMINATION TO CREATE A ZONE 
OF PEACE, FREEDOM AND NEUTRALITY IN SOUTHEAST ASIA. 

ON ECONOMIC MATTERS, HE CITED THE SIGNING OF THE DECLARATION 
OF ASEAN CONCORD AT BALI WHICH CALLED FOR, AMONG OTHER THINGS, 
ESTABLISHMENT OF JOINT ASEAN INDUSTRIAL PLANTS. 

IOPZ - INDONESIA "STRONGLY SUPPORTS" THE PROPOSAL TO CONVENE 
A CONFERENCE OF LITTORAL AND HINTERLAND STATES OF THE 
INDIAN OCEAN IN ORDER TO ACCELERATE THE IMPLEMENTATION OF 
THE DECLARATION ON THE INDIAN OCEAN AS A ZONE OF PEACE. 

MIDDLE EAST - MALIK REAFFIRMED INDONESIA'S "UNSWERVING 
AND TOTAL SUPPORT" TO THE ARAB STATES WHILE SINGLING OUT 
"ISRAEL'S PERSISTENT POLICY OF OCCUPATION BY FORCE" AND 
"THE ESTABLISHMENT OF PERMANENT SETTLEMENTS IN THE OCCUPIED 
TERRITORIES" AS MATTERS FOR DEEP CONCERN. 

KOREA - HE URGED DIRECT DIALOGUE BETWEEN NORTH AND SOUTH 
KOREA AND DECLARED THAT "ALL EFFORTS SHOULD PROCEED 
FROM A RECOGNITION OF EXISTING REALITIES ON THE PENINSULA". 

SOUTH AFRICA - WHILE "COMMENDING ALL EFFORTS THAT HAVE 
BEEN UNDERTAKEN TO ACHIEVE A NEGOTIATED SETTLEMENT", 

MALIK URGED THAT "UTMOST VIGILANCE" BE EXERCISED IN ORDER 
THAT PRETORIA AND SALISBURY DO NOT "ATTEMPT TO STRENGTHEN 
THEIR ALREADY TOTTERING POWER" BY PROCRASTINATING. 

NORTH/SOUTH - MALIK SAID PROGRESS HAD BEEN MADE AT UNCTAD- 
IV ON AN INTERGRATED PROGRAM FOR COMMODITIES AND A COMMON 
FUND. HOWEVER, INDONESIA NOTED WITH DISMAY THAT NO 
PROGRESS HAD BEEN MADE WITH REGARD TO MONEY AND FINANCE 
AS WELL AS THE CRITICAL DEBT PROBLEMS OF THE DEVELOPING 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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COUNTRIES. 

LOS - MALIK HOPED THAT THE SIXTH SESSION WOULD COME TO A 
COMPREHENSIVE AGREEMENT ON THE REGIME OF THE ARCHIPELAGIC 
STATE. 

TIMOR - FOREIGN MINISTER STATED INDONESIA ALWAYS INSISTED 
THAT THE POLITICAL FUTURE OF EAST TIMOR BE DECIDED THROUGH 
EXERCISE OF RIGHT OF SELF-DETERMINATION. MALIK THEN 
PROCEEDED TO DESCRIBE THE EVENTS THAT LED TO THE 
INTEGRATION OF EAST TIMOR TO INDONESIA AND DECLARED THAT 
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THE EXERCISE OF SELF-DETERMINATION WAS CARRIED OUT IN LINE 
WITH UNGA RESOLUTIONS 1514 AND 1541. HE URGED THAT THE 
DECISION OF THE PEOPLE OF EAST TIMOR” BE RESPECTED BY ALL 
MEMBERS OF THE INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY". 

- RWANDA - 

FOREIGN MINISTER ALOYS NSEKALIJE EMPHASIZED THE FOLLOWING 
ISSUES: 

SOUTHERN AFRICA - NSEKALIJE EXPRESSED "SOME HOPE" FOR A 
PEACEFUL SOLUTION TO SOUTHERN AFRICAN PROBLEMS BASED ON 
THE AMERICAN SECRETARY OF STATE'S AND BRITISH EFFORTS. 

HE WARNED "TRAITOR" SMITH AND "RACIST" VORSTER THAT THIS WAS 
THEIR LAST CHANCE TO AVOID ARMED CONFRONTATION. CONDEMNING 
SOUTH AFRICAN POLICY ON NAMIBIA, NSEKALIJE ASSERTED SC 
RESPONSIBILITY TO ADOPT CHAPTER VII PROVISIONS. 

"DIVIDED PEOPLES" - THE FOREIGN MINISTER URGED THE PEACEFUL 
REUNIFICATION OF THE "DIVIDED PEOPLES" OF KOREA. CYPRUS, 
"VIETNAM" AND GERMANY. 

CHARTER REFORM - DENOUNCING "ABUSE" OF VETO POWER BY SOME 
SC MEMBERS, NSEKALIJE FAVORED LIMITING THE NUMBER OF CASES 
WHERE THE VETO COULD BE USED. HE ALSO PROPOSED THE ADOPTION 
OF A "GROUP VETO" FOR AFRICA AND OTHER REGIONAL 
GROUPS NOT PERMANENTLY REPRESENTED IN THE SC. 

NORTH/SOUTH - NSEKALIJE MAINTAINED THAT THE PROGRESS OF 
RECENT INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC NEGOTIATIONS HAS BEEN 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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"MEAGER". HE STATED THAT THESE RESULTS SHOULD NOT 
UNDERMINE LDC "MORALE" BUT RATHER INCREASE THRID WORLD 
"VIGILANCE". (REPEATED INFO KIGALI) 

- SWAZILAND - 

RESPLENDENT IN NATIONAL DRESS, PRIME MINISTER MAPHEVU 
DLAMINI STRESSED THE FOLLOWING ISSUES: 

SOUTHER AFRICA - DLAMINI NOTED THE "CONSTRUCTIVE" ROLE OF 
THE EFFORTS TO REACH A PEACEFUL SETTLEMENT OF THE ZIMBABWE 
PROBLEM. HE STATED THAT THE DIVIDED PEOPLE OF ZIMBABWE 
MUST TOGETHER RESOLVE THEIR FUTURE. DLAMINI URGED RHODESIA 
TO RETURN TO "LEGALITY" TO BE FOLLOWED BY BRITISH CONVENING 
A CONSTITUTIONAL CONFERENCE. 

IOPZ - CONSIDERING THE INDIAN OCEAN A ZONE OF PEACE, 

DLAMINI CALLED FOR THE WITHDRAWAL OF ANY MILITARY PRESENCE. 
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LOS - HE ENDORSED THE PROPOSAL FOR LANDLOCKED STATES 
TO HAVE ACCESS AND THE RIGHT TO EXPLOIT LIVING RESOURCES OF 
THE ECONOMIC ZONES OF NEARBY COASTAL STATES ON AN EQUITABLE 
BASIS. 

NORTH/SOUTH - NOTING THE "FAILURE" OF THE DIALOGUE 
BETWEEN RICH AND POOR NATIONS, DLAMINI STRESSED THE NEED 
FOR MORE EQUITABLE ECONOMIC ORDER. (REPEATED INFO MBABANE) 

- MAURITANIA - 

FOREIGN MINISTER MOUKNASS EMPHASIZED THE FOLLOWING ISSUES: 

WESTERN SAHARA - ADDRESSING THE "SO-CALLED QUESTION OF 
WESTERN SAHARA," MOUKNASS STRESSED THAT THE PEOPLE OF THIS 
REGION HAVE ALREADY EXERCISED THEIR RIGHT OF SELF- 
DETERMINATION AS SPECIFIED UNDER THE TRIPARTITE AGREEMENT 
SIGNED IN MADRID. MOUKNASS REITERATED HIS SUPPORT FOR 
A SPECIAL OAU SUMMIT TO SETTLEM THE ISSUE. HE HOPED GOOD 
RELATIONS COULD BE REESTABLISHED WITH ALGERIA BUT DECLARED 
THAT THIS WOULD BE POSSIBLE ONLY IF ALGERIA STOPPED 
SUPPORTING ARMED STRUGGLE AGAINST MAURITANIA. 

UNCLASSIFIED 
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SOUTHERN AFRICA - MOUKNASS SAID HIS COUNTRY WOULD "REJOICE" 
IF THE OBJECTIVES OF RACIAL EQUALITY, INDEPENDENCE FOR 
NAMIBIA AND MAJORITY RULE IN RHODESIA COULD ALL BE GAINED 
PEACEFULLY. IN THIS SPIRIT, HE WELCOMED THE US INITIATIVE 
IN SOUTHERN AFRICA. EXPRESSING HIS PLEASURE WITH THE 
"NEW" AMERICAN INTEREST, MOUKASS STATED THAT THE US WOULD 
GAIN "RESPECT AND PRESTIGE" IN AFRICA, IF SUCCESSFUL. 

HE SAID HIS CARES WERD FOR A "QUICK AND JUST PEACE." 

NORTH/SOUTH - MOUKNASS STATED THAT UNCTAD IV PRODUCED NO 
"CONCRETE" RESULTS BUT A "CONSENSUS FOR THE NEED OF 
ACTION." HE STRESSED THE NEED FOR AN INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC 
SYSTEM BASED ON JUSTICE AND EQUALITY. 

LOS - MOUKNASS WAS PLEASED WITH THE AGREEMENT ON THE 
PRINCIPLE OF THE EXCLUSIVE ECONOMIC ZONE. HE HOPED AN 
INTERNATIONAL AUTHORITY WOULD BE ESTABLISHED TO CONTROL 
DEEP SEABED DEVELOPMNT AND WARNED AGAINST UNILATERAL 
ACTION. 
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RIGHTS OF REPLY 

ALGERIA - EXERCISING RIGHT OF REPLY.ALGERIAN REP 

REPLIED TO THE STATEMENT MADE BY MAURITANIAN FOREIGN MINISTER 

REGARDING THE WESTERN SAHARA. HE SAID THAT CONTRARY TO 

HIS STATEMENT. MAURITANIAN FOREIGN MINISTER HAD STARTED A 

CONTROVERSY BY INTERPRETING TEXTS IN AN INACCURATE MANNER. 

HE ADDED ALGERIAN DELEGATION WILL HAVE TIME TO CAST LIGHT 
ON THE ISSUE LATER. HE CONTINUED THAT IF MAURITANIAN FM 
BELIEVED THAT ADVISORY OPINION OF ICJ AND GA RESOLUTIONS 
WERE A JUSTIFICATION FOR MAURITANIAN OCCUPATION OF THE 
WESTERN SAHARA, THEN IT IS A "HIGHLY ORIGINAL" 

INTERPRETATION. HE CONCLUDED THAT ALGERIA HAD ACTED IN 
ACCORDANCE WITH ITS DECLARATIONS AND HAS ALWAYS REMAINED 
FAITHFUL TO UN DOCTRINE ON THIS SUBJECT HE SAID THAT 
DECOLONIZATION OF THE SAHARA SHOULD NOT CREATE A PROBLEM 
BETWEEN HIS COUNTRY AND MAURITANIA. 

MAURITANIA - IN REPLY, MAURITANIA'S REP TERMED ALGERIAN 
POSITION CONTRADICTORY. HE SAID THAT ORIGINALLY ALGERIA 
HAD SUPPORTED THE RIGHT TO SELF-DETERMINATION FOR 
WESTERN SAHARA BUT THAT ALGERIA HAS SINCE USED MAURITANIAN- 
MOROCCAN MISUNDERSTANDINGS TO TAKE ADVANTAGE OF THE 
SITUATION. HE DECLARED THAT ALGERIA HAD SAID TO THE ICJ 
THAT NO COLONIAL POWER SHOULD OCCUPY THE WESTERN 
SAHARA, A STATEMENT HE TERMED AS ANOTHER CONTRADICTION 
TO ALGERIAN POLICY. HE REAFFIRMED THAT MAURITANIA HAS 
ACTED WITHIN THE FRAMEWORK OF INTERNATIONAL LEGALITY. 
(REPEATED INFO NOUAKCHOTT, ALGIERS, RABAT) 

MALAYSIA - 

IN HIS ADDRESS TO PLENARY, FOREIGN MINISTER 
RITHAUDDEEN SPOKE ON A NUMBER OF FOREIGN POLICY ISSUES 
INCLUDING: 

UN MEMBERSHIP HE REITERATED MALAYSIA'S EARNEST HOPE THAT 
VIETNAM AND ANGOLA WOULD SOON GAIN UN MEMBERSHIP. 

SOUTHEAST ASIA - HE DECLARED THAT MALAYSIA LOOKED FORWARD TO 
WORKING CLOSELY WITH THE PEOPLES OF VIETNAM, KAMPUCHEA, 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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AND LAOS IN ESTABLISHING A "VIABLE, PEACEFUL, NEUTRAL AND 
PROSPEROUS SE ASIA, FREE FROM ANY FORM OF EXTERNAL INTER- 
FERENCE." NOTING THAT DETENTE HAS TAKEN ON "THE LIMITED 
CHARACTERISTIC OF MUTUAL ACCOMMODATION OF BIG POWER IN- 
TERESTS, FOREIGN MINISTER STATED THAT MALAYSIA VIEWED THIS 
DEVELOPMENT WITH ALARM SINCE IT MAY HAMPER THE "ESTABLISHMENT 
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OF PEACE, FREEDOM AND NEUTRALITY FOR SE ASIA." HE ENDED 
HIS REVIEW OF THIS ISSUE BY THANKING PRC FOREIGN MINSTER 
CHIAO KUAN-HUA FOR HIS STATEMENT IN PLENARY SUPPORTING THE 
ZONE OF PEACE. WHILE GREATLY EMPHASIZING SE ASIA ZONE OF 
PEACE, RITHAUDDEEN ONLY ONCE REFERRED TO INDIAN OCEAN ZONE OF 
PEACE. 

DISARMAMENT - FOREIGN MINISTER STATED THAT "SERIOUS CON- 
SIDERATION” SHOULD BE GIVEN TO CONVENING A SPECIAL SESSION 
OF THE GA FOR DISARMAMENT. 

MIDDLE EAST - RITHAUDDEEN "DEPLORED THE ACQUISITION OF 
TERRITORY BY THE USE OF FORCE” AND THE CHANGING OF THE 
"DEMOGRAPHICAL ASPECTS OF THE OCCUPIED TERRITORIES" AND 
URGED THAT THE LEGITIMATE RIGHTS OF THE PALESTINIAN PEOPLE 
BE RESPECTED. 

BRUNEI - "MALAYSIA WOULD URGE THE RESPONSIBLE AUTHORITIES TO

MALAYSIA HAS ALWAYS REGARDED THE PROBLEM OF COMMODITIES AS 
"A MATTER OF CRUCIAL IMPORTANCE" AND WOULD ACTIVELY SUPPORT 
"THE QUEST FOR A BETTER TRADING RELATIONSHIP BETWEEN PRODUCERS 
AND CONSUMERS." (REPEATED INFO KUALA LUMPUR) 

BAHRAIN - 
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IN HIS REMARKS BEFORE THE OCTOBER 6 GENERAL 
ASSEMBLY PLENARY MEETING, FOREIGN MINISTER AL-KHALIFA 
REFERRED, IN PART, TO THE FOLLOWING ISSUES: 

SOUTHERN AFRICA - AL-KHALIFA DESCRIBED THIS PART OF THE 
WORLD AS LIVING IN "UNNATURAL CONDITIONS... WHERE RACIAL 
DISCRIMINATION AND COLONIALIST AND ZIONIST GRRED PREVAIL." 
SOUTH AFRICA HAS RECEIVED MILITARY AND MATERIAL SUPPORT 
FROM THE WEST AND ISRAEL, LEADING IT TO TRESPASS UPON ITS 
NEIGHBORS; WITHNESS ITS AGGRESSION IN ZAMBIA. THE UN MUST 
END SOUTH AFRICAN IMPERIALISM IN NAMIBIA: THERE MUST BE A 
BLOCKADE ON ARMAMENTS, AN END TO ECONOMIC SUPPORT AND 
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INCREASED PRESSURE TO FREE NAMIBIA AND STOP APARTHEID. 

HE EXPRESSED SUPPORT FOR CURRENT EFFORTS TO PERSUADE 
RHODESIA TO CHANGE ITS RACIST POLICY. 

MIDDLE EAST - THE AREA IS AFFLICTED BY "SETTLER RACIST 
IMPERIALISM" AND THE UN MUST ASSUME RESPONSIBILITY BECAUSE 
OF THE 1947 PARTITION AND THE OBLIGATIONS OF THE MEMBER 
STATES WHO AID ISRAEL IN VIOLATION OF UN RESOLUTIONS. 
AGGRESSIVE ISRAELI POLICE ACTIONS ARE SEEN NOT ONLY IN HER

COMMITTEE S REPORT. HE URGED WITHDRAWAL OF ISRAEL FROM LANDS 
OCCUPIED IN 1967 AND SELF-DETERMINATION FOR PALESTINIANS 
THROUGH THEIR REPRESENTATIVE - THE PLO. 

LAW OF THE SEA - IT IS DISAPPOINTING THAT THERE HAS NOT 
BEEN MORE PROGRESS AS THE DANGER EXISTS THAT SHOULD THERE 
NOT BE PROMPT AGREEMENT, NATIONS MAY ACT UNILATERALLY. 

COLOMBO NON-ALIGNED SUMMIT - THE FOREIGN MINISTER COMMENDED 
THE MEETING AND SUPPORTED ITS CALL FOR A SPECIAL UNGA 
SESSION ON DISARMAMENT. 

UNCLASSIFIED 
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UN - REGRETTABLY, RESOLUTIONS PASSED BY GREAT MAJORITIES 
IN THE GA ARE NOT ENFORCED AND OFTEN VOTOED IN THE SECURITY 
COUNCIL. THE VETO SHOULD NOT BE USED AS A BLOCKING TACTIC 
AND THE WORK OF THE ENLARGED SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON CHARTER 
REVIEW SHOULD BE CONTINUED. 

DETENTE - DETENTE MUST NOT REMAIN LIMITED GEOGRAPHICALLY. 

ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT - WHILE IT IS PRIMARILY THE 
RESPONSIBILITY OF THE DEVELOPING COUNTRIES TO "ACHIEVE THE 
PROGRESS THEY SEEK," THE DEVELOPED MUST CONTRIBUTE MORE. 
(REPEATED INFO MANAMA) 
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IN OCTOBER 6 UNGA GENERAL DEBATE PLENARY ADDRESS, 

JORDAN'S FOREIGN MINISTER HASAN IBRAHIM DISCUSSED FOLLOWING 
ISSUES OF "UTMOST URGENCY": 

DETENTE AND DISARMAMENT - THE "OVERRIDING CONCERN OF 
HUMANITY IS THE PRESERVATION OF PEACE AND SECURITY." 

DETENTE MUST BE EXPANDED AND BECOME INSTITUTIONALIZED. 
JORDAN SUPPORTS INTENSIFIED DISARMAMENT EFFORTS AND CREATION

MIDDLE EAST - JORDAN STRONGLY INSISTS UPON IMPLEMENTATION 
OF UN RESOLUTIONS PROVIDING FOR WITHDRAWAL OF ISRAELI FROM 
OCCUPIED TERRITORIES AND IMPLEMENTATION OF THE INALIENABLE 
NATIONAL RIGHTS OF THE PALESTINIAN PEOPLE, INCLUDING 
REPATRIATION, SELF-DETERMINATION AND SOVEREIGNTY. IBRAHIM 
DECRIED ISRAELI SETTLEMENT AND OTHER ACTIVITY IN THE 
OCCUPIED TERRITORIES AND ASSERTED THAT ISRAEL MUST BE 
HALTED IN HER POLICIES OF DESPOILATION, NOTABLY IN 
JERUSALEM. HE URGED PROMPT MOVEMENT, IN DEEDS NOT JUST 
WORDS, TOWARD QN EQUITABLE SOLUTION. PENDING PRACTICABLE 
STEPS, HOWEVER, HE CALLED FOR A RENEWED UN DEMAND THAT 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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ISRAEL DESIST FORTHWITH FROM CHANGING THE STATUS OF 
OCCUPIED ARAB LANDS. (REPEATED INFO AMMAN, TEL AVIV) 

- GHANA - 

COMMISSIONER FOR FOREIGN AFFAIRS FELLI EMPHASIZED THE 
FOLLOWING ISSUES: 

ZIMBABWE - FELLI WELCOMED WHAT "APPEARS" TO BE POSITIVE 
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DEVELOPMENTS ARISING FROM THE RECENT DIPLOMATIC INITIATIVE 
OF THE SECRETARY, THE "WISE COUNSELS" OF THE FRONTLINE 
PRESIDENTS, AND THE COOPERATION OF THE UK. TO ACHIEVE THE 
ESTABLISHMENT OF MAJORITY RULE IN ZIMBABWE, FELLI PROPOSED: 

A CONSTITUTIONAL CONFERENCE UNDER UK SUPERVISIONS, IMMEDIATE 
ESTABLISHMENT OF UK SOVEREIGNTY IN ZIMBABWE, NO END OF 
SANCTIONS AND ARMED STRUGGLE UNTIL FORMATION OF SATISFACTORY 
INTERIM GOVERNMENT, AND INCREASED INTERNATIONAL SUPPORT 
FOR ZIMBABWE "FREEDOM FIGHTERS." 

NAMIBIA - FELLI SUPPORTED THE PROGRAM OF SWAPO INCLUDING:

TRANSFER OF POWER, RELEASE OF ALL NAMIBIAN POLITICAL 
PRISONERS, AND WITHDRAWAL OF ALL SOUTH AFRICAN TROOPS FROM 
NAMIBIA BEFORE TALKS. IF SOUTH AFRICA FAILED TO MEET 
THESE CONDITIONS, FELLI ADVOCATED "SUSPENSION OR EXPULSION" 

OF SOUTH AFRICA FROM THE UN AND THE ADOPTION OF CHAPTER VII 
PROVISIONS AGAINST SOUTH AFRICA. 

SOUTH AFRICA - FELLI STRESSED THAT THE INDEPENDENCE 
OF ZIMBABWE AND NAMIBIA SHOULD NOT BE ATTAINED AT THE COST 
OF "CONTINUED ENSLAVEMENT" OF THE PEOPLE OF AZANIA. 

ANGOLA AND VIETNAM - FELLI DENOUNCED US VETO OF THESE 
STATES' UN ADMISSION. STATING THE US VETO OF ANGOLA WAS 
APPARENTLY MADE BECAUSE OF CUBAN AND SOVIET PRESENCE IN 
THAT COUNTRY, HE MAINTAINED THE VETO HAD "ENCOURAGED ARMED 
BANDITS" TO CONTINUE THEIR STRUGGLE. 

MIDDLE EAST - FELLI NOTED SECRETARY KISSINGER S AND GROMYKO'S 
GA STATEMENTS AND CALLED FOR "FRESH" PEACE INITIATIVES 
IN THE MIDDLE EAST. 
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NORTH/SOUTH - CITING LACK OF PROGRESS FROM BOTH UNCTAD 
IV AND CIEC, FELLI CALLED FOR A "DRASTIC UPGRADING" 

OF THE DEVELOPMENT ISSUE IN DEVELOPED COUNTRIES’ PRIORITIES. 
(REPEATED INFO ACCRA) 

- QATAR - 

IN HIS ADDRESS IN PLENARY, FOREIGN MINISTER JAMAL REVIEWED 
A NUMBER OF FOREIGN POLICY ISSUES INCLUDING: 

MIDDLE EAST - JAMAL CONDEMNED AT GREAT LENGTH THE ACTIONS 
OF THE ISRAELIS. HE ASKED RHETORICALLY WHY ISRAEL 
INSISTED "ON FORCING ITS RACIAL HEGEMONY UPON THE PALESTINIAN 
AND ARAB PEOPLES" AND DEMANDED THAT THE UN PUT TO AN 
END "ISRAELI FRIVOLITY AND ZIONIST RACISM AND ITS 
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TERRORISM. THE IMPLEMENTATION OF POLITICAL AND ECONOMIC 
SANCTIONS AGAINST ISRAEL," HE ADDED, "WOULD BE THE

ISRAELI PRACTICES AGAINST THE INHABITANTS OF THE ARAB 
OCCUPIED TERRITORIES. 

TERRORISM - ALTHOUGH JAMAL CONDEMNED INTERNATIONAL 
TERRORISM, HE STATED IT WAS NOT ACCEPTABLE TO DEAL WITH 
IT THROUGH ADOPTING THE LAW OF THE JUNGLE, WHICH HE 
SAID ISRAEL HAD DONE WHEN IT "VIOLATED UGANDA'Z 
SOVEREIGNTY." 

SOUTHERN AFRICA - HE DECLARED QATAR’S SUPPORT OF THE 
RIGHTS OF THE "STRUGGLING AFRICAN PEOPLES IN ZIMBABWE, 
NAMIBIA, AND AZANIA" AND CONDEMNED THE BREAKING OF THE 
"INTERNATIONAL BLOCKADE" IMPOSED ON THE RACIST REGIMES. 

NORTH/SOUTH - HE MENTIONED THAT THE OIL PRODUCING COUNTRIES 
ARE "NOT RESPONSIBLE IN ANY WAY FOR CREATING" 

INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC PROBLEMS AND LAID THE BLAME ON 
THE "MAJOR POWERS AND INDUSTRIAL COUNTRIES." JAMAL SUPPORTED 
FULLY THE RESOLUTIONS ADOPTED BY THE C-77 INTENDED 
TO CREATE NIEO. 
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IOPZ - FM SUPPORTED ESTABLISHMENT OF INDIAN OCEAN PEACE 
ZONE AS WELL AS NUCLEAR FREE ZONES IN THE MIDDLE EAST, 

SOUTH ASIA, AFRICA, AND LATIN AMERICA. (REPEATED 
INFO DOHA) 
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RIGHT OF REPLY - 

UK - EXERCISING THE RIGHT OF REPLY, UK REP REPLIED TO OCT. 5 
STATEMENT MADE BY THE ARGENTINIAN FOREIGN MINISTER. HE 
STATED THE UK HAS NO DOUBTS OF ITS SOVEREIGNTY OVER THE 
FALKLAND ISLANDS BUT IT REMAINS WILLING TO DISCUSS WITH 
ARGENTINA THE STATUS OF THE FALKLANDS. 

COMMITTEE 3 - DECADE FOR ACTION TO COMBAT RACISM 

COMMITTEE CONCLUDED GENERAL DEBATE OCT. 6 ON RACIAL DISCRIMINA- 
TION, HEARING 14 SPEAKERS AND SEVEN RIGHTS OF REPLY, 

INCLUDING US. VOTING IS EXPECTED OCT. 7 ON THE TWO DECADE 
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RESOLUTIONS. SYG NOTE STATES THAT HOLDING THE WORLD 
CONFERENCE IN ACCRA IN 1978 WOULD COST $1,456,300, OR SOME 
$640,400 MORE THAN IF THE CONFERENCE WERE HELD IN GENEVA. A 
NEW DRAFT RESOLUTION WAS RECEIVED WHICH, INTER ALIA, CALLS 
FOR THE GA TO APPEAL TO ALL STATES WHICH HAVE NOT DONE SO TO 
BECOME PARTIES TO THE CONVENTION ON THE SUPPRESSION AND 
PUNISHMENT OF THE CRIME OF APARTHEID AND TO INVITE THE HUMAN 
RIGHTS COMMISSION TO PREPARE A LIST OF INDIVIDUALS. INSTITUTIONS 
AND OTHERS ALLEGED TO HAVE BEEN RESPONSIBLE FOR VARIOUS 
CRIMES OF APARTHEID. 

THE ALBANIAN STATEMENT WAS A DIATRIBE AGAINST THE US WHICH 
ATTACKED US RACIAL PRACTICES, AMONG OTHER THINGS. THE CUBAN 
DELEGATE WAS ALSO CRITICAL OF THE US. CONGRATULATED CUBA ON 
LIBERATING ANGOLA, CALLED THE US EMBARGE OF HIS COUNTRY 
"LEGISLATIVE MACHINERY" WHICH WORKED AGAINST POPULAR INTERSTS, 
AND CHARGED THAT US REFUSAL TO ACCEPT AN ECONOMIC BOYCOTT OF 
SOUTH AFRICA SHOWED DOUBLE STANDARDS. 

AMB MYERSON, IN REPLY TO ALBANIA. NOTED US SOCIETY WAS OPEN AND 
RACIAL ISSUES COULD BE CONTROLLED DEMOCRATICALLY. HE REGRETTED 
THAT INJUSTICES IN CLOSED SOCIETIES, SUCH AS ALBANIA AND CERTAIN 
OTHERS, COULD NOT BE SIMILARLY DEALT WITH. BAROODY (SAUDI 
ARABIA) MADE A "RIGHT OF REPLY" AGAINST "WESTERN EUROPEAN" TACTICS 
OVER THE DECADE. ZIONISM/RACISM WAS SPOKEN OF FAVORABLY 
BY COMMUNISTS AND ARABS. (USUN 4246) 

COMMITTEE 4 - 
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THE TWO MEETINGS SCHEDULED FOR OCT. 6 WERE CANCELLED 
DUE TO LACK OF SPEAKERS. 

COMMITTEE 5 - COMPOSITION OF SECRETARIAT, MEDIUM-TERM PLAN 

THE COMMITTEE HEARD STATEMENTS OCT.5 ON PERSONNEL QUESTIONS BY 
JAPAN, ALGERIA AND FRG AND ON MEDIUM-TERM PLAN (MTP) BY 
PAKISTAN AND PHILIPPINES. ON THE LATTER. SEVERAL SPEAKERS, 

INCLUDING US, ENGAGED IN EXCHANGE WITH CONTROLLER DEBATIN ON 
SYG'S FAILURE TO PRODUCE REPORT PURSUANT TO RESOLUTION 3534(XXX). 

JAPAN (AKASHI) FIRMLY BELIEVED GEOGRAPHIC DISTRIBUTION AND 
PERSONNEL COMPETENCE COULD BE HARMONIZED; WAS DISAPPOINTED MORE 
JAPANESE HAD NOT BEEN RECRUITED, PARTICULARLY YOUNG UNIVERSITY 
GRADUATES; AND WAS WILLING TO ACCEPT PROPOSED NEW METHOD FOR 
CALCULATING DESIRABLE RANGES. HE AND FRG (RUCKTESCHELL) 

CRITICIZED FACT SOME POSTS ALWAYS WENT TO SAME COUNTRIES. 

FRG WAS CRITICAL ALSO OF SLOW RECRUITMENT PROCESS AND 
CONTROVERSY OVER PROPER ENTRANCE LEVEL AND EXTENSION OF 
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PROFESSIONALS BEYOND RETIREMENT. ALGERIA (BOUAYED-AHGA) 

ASSERTED OVER-REPRESENTED WOULD NOT EASILY GIVE UP THEIR 
PRIVILEGES; FELT SYG'S REPORT HAD NOT GONE FAR ENOUGH; 

FAVORED SYG'S NEW PROPOSAL ON GEOGRAPHIC 

DISTRIBUTION; AND REGRETTED RESOLUTION 3417(XXX) HAD NOT BEEN 
IMPLEMENTED. 

PHILIPPINES (GARRIDO) SAID MTP SHOULD BE DYNAMIC AND NOT MERELY 
SUMMARY AS GUIDE FOR MEMBER STATES. HE ASKED ABOUT POSSIBLE 
DUPLICATION OF PROGRAMS, AND RECALLED HIS GOVERNMENT OFFERED TO 
HOST 1979 CONFERENCE ON SCIENCE AND TECHNOLOGY. PAKISTAN (BALUCH) 
REGRETTED MANY DEVELOPING COUNTRIES HAD BEEN UNABLE TO 
PARTICIPATE MORE FULLY IN CPC MEETINGS BECAUSE OF HEAVY 
WORKLOAD AND URGED THAT UN PAY TRAVEL EXPENSES. 

US (STOTTLEMYER) POINTED OUT THAT ACABQ NEEDED INFORMATION ON 
OBSOLETE, INCOMPLETE AND TERMINATED PROGRAMS, AND WAITING 
FOR SYG'S "PERFORMANCE REPORT," WHICH USUALLY APPEARED IN 
DECEMBER, WOULD BE TOO LATE. US WAS SUPPORTED BY UPPER VOLTA, 

AND AFTER FURTHER DISCUSSION, DEBATIN SAID SEPARATE REPORT IN 
ACCORDANCE WITH THE RESOLUTION WOULD BE SUBMITTED AS SOON AS 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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POSSIBLE. (USUN 4233) 

COMMITTEE 6 - HUMAN RIGHTS IN ARMED CONFLICT (HRAC) 

ON OCT. 4 THERE WERE NO SPEAKERS ON HRAC, AND CONSIDERATION OF 
ITEM BEGAN OCT. 5 WITH KENYA'S INTRODUCTION OF HR RESOLUTION. 
BANGLADESH, NIGERIA, AND SWISS (INVITED TO PARTICIPATE AS 
OBSERVER WITHOUT VOTE) SPOKE IN SUPPORT OF WORK OF CONFERENCE 
ON HUMANITARIAN LAW. AUSTRIA PRAISED ARTICLES REGARDING 
MISSING-IN-ACTION AND RESTRICTIONS ON ATTACKS ON INSTALLATIONS 
CONTAINING DANGEROUS FORCES OR CULTURAL VALUABLES. IN RE 
WEAPONS, THEY STATED PERHAPS SECOND CONFERENCE SHOULD CONVENE 
SOLELY ON THAT TOPIC. UKRAINE HAD RESERVATIONS ABOUT WEAPONS 
ISSUE BECAUSE WORK COULD INTERFERE WITH DISARMAMENT TALKS. 

HE DID, FOLLOWED BY UGANDA, HOWEVER, SUPPORT ARTICLES ON 
REPRESSION OF BREACHES, AND ASSURANCES THAT NLM'S WOULD GET 
POW TREATMENT AND MERCENARIES WOULD NOT HAVE COMBAT STATUS. 

DISTINCTION BETWEEN CIVIL DISTURBANCES AND CIVIL WARS, 

ON THE ONE HAND, AND NATIONAL LIBERATION MOVEMENTS, ON THE 
OTHER, WAS STRESSED BY GDR. BYELORUSSIA CLAIMED IMPERIALIST 
FORCES ALONE CAUSE ARMED CONFLICTS AND VIOLATE HUMAN RIGHTS, 

AND REFERRED TO SOUTH AFRICA, ISRAEL AND CHILE. IN REPLY, CHILE 
CONFIRMED HER INVOLVEMENT IN ARMED CONFLICT WHICH WAS CAUSED BY 
SOVIET INTERVENTION. (USUN 4237, 4243) 
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COMMITTEE 6 AGENDA -
